Moscow are Serious-Finland Practically Independent

Financiers are Worried. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 2.—Advices 


from points of the empire today are 
not encouraging. 
They show a-f coiv- 


tinuance of fighting and disorders with 
attendant bloodshed and pillaging. 
This city seems to be the single ex- 
ception where the situation is improv- 
ed. At 
Odessa, Moscow, Warsaw, 


Nikolaieff, Kieff, Sevastopol and other 
large centers there has been a contin- 
uance of the disturbances. Rioting 
has even "become more general at sev- 
eral points. Dispatches from Finland 
show the revolutionary spirit is gain- 
ing ground but is not accompanied

Europe is bowing in submission to 


(he fact that America is king." 


In this sentence his European Im- 


pressions wer6 summed up by Con- 
gressman Reuben O. Moon, who re- 
cently returned to his home In Phila- 
delphia from "a three months' trip 
abroad as a member of the American 
group at the International parliamen- 
tary peace congress held in Brussels on 
Aug. 28 and 29, snys the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger. 


Congressman Moon also interviewed 


Pope Pius X. and King Leopold of Bel- 
;ium, both of whom were complimen- 
tary to America. 


'•Step by step, with ever increasing 


wonder arid admiration, Europe has 
watched our enormous commerce, our 
industrial progress, our Philippine un- 
dertaking, our Panama table und Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's crowning success as a 
peacemaker. 
Things American have 


swept across Europe and filled it with 
admiration until it has become a Eu- 
ropean byphrase that anything Is pos- 
sible in America. 


'•The news or the president's success 


in bringing about peace cume as a won- 
derful climax to our international con- 
gress on the eve of its adjournment 
What is now known all over the world 
as the 'American idea' was the most 
prominent feature of the International 
congress. All other deliberations dwin- 
dled into Insignificance iu comparison 
with the discussions of the American 
idea. 
This was1 especially brought 


home to me by interviews I had with 
Pope Pius X. and King Leopold of Bel- 
gium. They both alluded to the 'Ameri- 
can idea.' 


"Last year In St. Louis the American 


Idea first took shape in the resolutions 
recommending, first, a general arbitra- 
tion treaty which would give The 
Hague court a jurisdiction, and, sec- 
ond, that delegates" be elected or ap- 
pointed to an international congress 
with power to make laws for The 
Hague court to enforce within its Juris- 
diction. 


"It was In Brussels, where the peace 


congress met, that I met with the most 
Interesting experiences. I had an in- 
terview with King Leopold which last- 
ed for more than half an hour, and. 
during"that time"I-was enabled to learn 
at first hand "what royatty'really thinks 
of America. The king is one of the 
most delightful gentlemen I. have ever 
met 
He is if traineo: linguist and 


speaks: English perfectly. 


"Everything which the king said to 


me was a compliment to America. He 
expressed the" greatest admiration for 
President Roosevelt and said: 'Your 
president is one of the most remarka- 
ble men of the age, and I watch every- 
thing that he does with deepest ad- 
miration. I have his picture, with his 
autograph, hanging hi my room, where 
I can see it every moment. He is an 
inspiration.' 


"The king said he thought the Amer- 


ican people were the most marvelous 
of the age. 'They are great, they are 
strong, they are factors In every art 
and science, and they must be consid- 
ered in every great movement that is 
undertaken by the nations.' As a mat- 
ter of fact, the same thought was ex- 
pressed everywhere we went through 
tlie capitals of Europe. Everywhere 
it was asked: 'What does America 
'think? What will America do? 


"The argument of the American 


group at the international congress 
was this: The Hague court, as It exists 
only by common courtesy, has no Ju- 
risdiction and no laws. 'Now, then,' 
said the Americans to the Europeans, 
'•you have started this, and you have 
arrfved at a point where you must 
take one step further and give The 
Hague court Jurisdiction and laws or 
let it die of inanition.' Our Idea, how- 
ever, was so radical, so fundamental, 
that the European nations said it was 
simply Impossible, absolutely revolu 
tionary. 


•'But Richard Bartholdt, chairman of 


the American group, had worked out 
and presented the basis for our general 
arbitration Idea in such masterly detail 
that it not only challenged admiration, 
but also met most effectually all obJ»M: 
tions.

mill for police and 4-10 for the

improvements to streets by paving and 
sewering, has built an entirely new 
light plant, has made more improve- 
ments generally than was ever done in 
the same space of time in Newark be- 
fore, and that too, in the face of the 
fact that many miles of streets were 
added to the city within the last two 
years, and has spent less money in 
doing it than was ever spent in New- 
ark for a corresponding amount of 
work. 


How was it done? 
By conducting the business of the 


Board upon the same lines of care, 
skill and honesty that successful pri- 
vate business receives. 


By insisting that the city receive a 


dollar's worth for 
every dollar exr 


pended. By persistent attention to de- 
tail, and fearlessness in dealing with 
those who work for the city, or sell it 
materials. 


This line of conduct was an innova- 


tion in Newark, and -did not suit some 
certain individuals who have grown 
robust 'sucking- the"' public treasurer 
Their graft was shut off—they could 
not understand an official who could 
not be bought, bullied or jollied into 
etting public business slide along in 
the well greased groove that it for- 
merly had, and they cried out in their 
wrath, and proceeded to denounce the 
man they held responsible for such 


condition; and John P. Lamb was 


the man. 


Every attack on the policy, or public 


acts of Mr. Lamb can be traced to for- 
mer contractors who had all their own 
way in Newark. They charged the 
people what they pleased for the work 
done, and always presented a neat bill 
for extras besides. They had no com- 
petition. A competitor appeared upon 
the field; he bid lower for public con- 
tracts than the others and got the 
work. He got it because he agreed 
to do it for less money; and Mr. Lamb 


could not be bought or scared into 
throwing him down because he was a 
stranger. This is the whole secret of 
these men's hostility to Lamb, and 
they are the authors of every attack 
that has been made against him. 


Thus we have the spectacle of a 


newspaper rehashing the drivel of

Lamb, when it knows what it publish- 
es is false. 


Is this the Twentieth Century idea 


of good municipal politics? Every- 
where in our broad land the people of 
the cities and towns are spotting and 
turning out the corrupt or inefficient 
officials, and contending and re-elect* 
ing the capable and honest official, re- 
gardless of party division, simply be- 
cause he is capable and honest.

ACCIDENTS 


Startling Record of 
Gridiron 


Fatalities For Five Years.

Thai there te good reason lor the col- 


lege football uutiionties to eliminate 
unnecessary ronglmeste from the game 
as advised by President Koosi'\ elt is 
shown by the record for only five- years. 
Forty-Jive deaths and hundreds ot seri- 
ous injuries is the record during that 
time. Hardly a siuglc giuuc hat, been 
played during which it has not been 
necessary to carry one or more of tho 
players from the field. In almost every 
Instance the. death or injury -was due 
directly to the heavy mass plays 
against whifh President Koose\elt and 
the country (it large are protesting So 
vigorously, says the New York Herald. 


To chronicle all the injuries would re- 


quire the use of thousands of names, 
and even then none would be included1 
where the hurt was oi a less serious 
character than the breaking of a collar 
bone. The mere spraining of uu ankle 
is not considered of sufficient impor- 
tance to interest anybody except the 
individual player and perhaps the par- 
ents. 


But in the big college games alone 


the list of injuries is large enough to 
prove Interesting, showing, as it does, 
ten legs and fourteen collar bonees bro- 
ken in four years of play for a brief six 
weeks each, to say nothing of four 
skulls fractured, five spines injured, 
four shoulders dislocated and a couple 
of broken noses. One player got his 
neck broken without its causing his 
death. 


Of the forty-five who gave their lives 


to football nearly every death may be 
traced to the "unnecessary roughness" 
against which Mr. Roosevelt has pro- 
tested. 
Picked up unconscious from 


beneath a mass of other players, it was 
generally found the victim had been 
ticked in the head or stomach so as to 
cause internal injuries or concussion 
of the brain, which sooner or later end- 
ed life. 


Sixteen died as a result of internal 


injuries, four from broken necks, sis 
from concussion of tlie brain, eight 
from broken backs, three from paraly- 
sis, two from heart failure, one from 
lockjaw, one from blood poisoning, due 
to a. cut received in a game; one from 
hemorrhages and two from menin- 
gitis, induced by spinal injuries suf- 
fered in play. 


It Is true that the death list includes 


tile'' names of none' of'tire players"on 
the teams of the leaders in football, 
but not a se'nson goes by in which the 
best trained players are not seriously 
iurt. As a rule, the players who are 
killed were in minor teams or not 
themselves sufficiently hardened to en- 
dure the strain of the game.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 2.—Nominally 


for the purpose of perfecting their or- 
ganization and gathering funds, the 
strike committee decided to call off 
the St. Petersburg industrial strike at 
noon Friday next, but to resume it at 
an opportune moment. 
The St. Pe- 


tersburg railroad men have resolved 
to" continue their strike, declaring 
they Save assurances that the sol- 
diers of the railroad battalion will de- 
sert'if a little persuasion in the shape 
of train wrecking is employed. No 
newspapers 
appear. 
The 
printers 


have determined to work only for the 
journals which refused 
to submit 


themselves to censorship regulations 
The publishers' arbitration committee 
has met this determination by resolv- 
ing to disregard hereafter all ciicti- 
lars issued by the censors and to 
print what they p.lease. 


The most serious rioting of the day 


occurred at Odessa, where hundreds 
of persons are reported to have been 
killed or wounded and where rioting 
is momentarily expecte to flare out 
i»-a repetition of the slaughter of last 
July, and at Kazan, where a three- 
'days' reign of terror was ended only 
by the retirement of all Cossacks to 
their barracks. 


A deplorable feature of the news 


from the interior is that anti-Jewish 
uprisings have occurred 
in many 


places, especially in south 
Russia, 


•where " the 
population 
vented 
its 


hatred of the Jews by sacking their 
stores and clubbing the members of 
the race, in some cases resorting to 
the torch. The attacks on the crowds 
are reported to be~ in most cases the 
work of Cossacks, who many times 
ivere apparently let loose on the peo- 
ple without warrant or authority. In 
the 
capital city, 
General 
Trepoff 


prevented the resumption of revolu- 
tionary demonstrations by having the 
crowds dispersed whenever and wher- 
ever they gathered. Kazan place and 
the Nevsky prospect were several 
times cleared by Cossacks and police 
and the crowds wercdriren from' tne 
vicinity of the nniversitiy. 
* 


Count Witte is doing his utmost to 


meet the chief objections against the 
new regime. In addition to the prom- 
ised amnesty for political prisoners, 
liberty of the press has been granted, 
Count Witte offering to a deputation 
of editors who called on him to de- 
mand the abolition of the censorship 
regulation the amusing explanation 
that in the hurry of writing the mani- 
festo the words '"liberty of the press" 
were inadvertently omitted, and that 
the omission had not been noticed 
until the complaint was made. 


Against the demand for the removal 


of General Trepoff, Count Witte, how- 
ever, is inflexible. He informed a del- 
egation • from the strike committee 
•which called on him to demand the 
release of their imprisoned comrades 
and the removal of General Trepoff; 
that it would be madness for him to 
dismiss the only man capable of main- 
taining order in the city at the pres- 
ent juncture. 


IN POLAND. 


Bloody Encounters Occur Between 


Mobs and Troops. 


Warsaw, Nov. 2.—Twenty persons 


•were killed and nearly 100 wounded 
in the encounters between the mobs 
a.nd the troops. A large crowd gath- 
ered before the town ha!l and de- 
manded the release of political pris- 
oners. The chief of police liberated 
300 who had been arrested during 
the last few days, but refused to re- 
lease 12 who were arrested by order 
of the central government The crowd 
then commenced to smash the doors 
and windows of "the town hall, where- 
upon the chief of police telephoned 
the barracks for assistance, and a 
force of Hussars and Cossacks with a 
battery of artillery galloped to the 
scene. The Hussars 
charged 
the 


mobs, killing 16 persons and wotmd- 
IHK 73, Later there was an encounter 
between infantry and a mob in the 
hank square, when the troops fired 
on the crowd, killing four and wound- 
ing 30.

American Investigation of Trade 


Conditions In Japan. 


VALUE OF SOLE AGENCY SYSTEM 


TO A HOSPITAL 


Suspect In Suit Case Mystery'on the 


Verge of Collapse.

"When Baroli Kaueko was in Wash- 


ington last spring, before arrangements 
for the Portsmouth 
conference had 


been made, lie spoke optimistically of 
the opportunities for American goods 
ill the orient as soon as peace should 
come, says the "Washington correspond- 
ent of the New York Post. His, views 
are now echoed, by an American agent 
recently sent to Japan to investigate 
trade conditions, \fbo recently notified 
the department of the progress which 
American merchants are making there 
in spite of many obstacles, some of 
which may be readily removed. 


Baron Kaueko placed emphasis on 


the fact that Japan and America need 
not be competitors in any of the main 
lines of trade, but might enter upon 
a reciprocal arrangement of great ad- 
vantage it) each. The obstacles to which 
the special agent refers are not due 
to inferior workmanship or higher 
prices, but to commercial methods dif- 
fering from those employed by the 
German ami British finns'lto secure 
the business. He urges 
American 


houses to establish sole agencies in the 
principal Japanese towns and deal 
through them exclusively instead of 
picking up 'a customer here and there- 
by correspondence. The seeming ad- 
vantage in getting foreign buyers to 
deal direct with the home office is en- 
tirely lost, he says, by reason of chang- 
ing prices there, due to foreign compe- 
tition, and more especially by a dispo- 
sition on the part of some consumers 
to change their minds about a purchase 
after the}- have sent the order. 


Orientals like to see the goods for 


which they are contracting and tak« 
them at once if suited. They do not 
want to order one day and have to 
wait two or three months for a deliv- 
ery. They may spend their money in 
sonic other way in the meantime, or 
they may see elsewhere something they 
like better. In the latter case they are 
apt to take the article in sight and 
care nothing for the contract already 
made. This is where the sole agent 
comes in to the advantage of American 
firms. If the goods ordered on contract 
are not accepted it is just as likely 
they can be sold to another buyer in a 
short tune. 


Another advantage of having an 


agent on the ground is the frequent ne- 
cessity for arranging a compromise in 
order to keep the trade from falling in- 
to the hands of other competitors. 
These brokers will arrange terms to 
suit the purchaser, who comes to an 
agreement because he is aware there 
are no other brokers of the same firm 
in his town and that to get that partic- 
ular make of goods or machines he 
must make his arrangements right 
there. An instance is cited by the 
agent where an American firm did not 
adopt the sole agency plan and found, 
to its surprise, that two Americans 
were fighting one another instead of 
presenting a united front to competi- 
tors of other nations. The fact that 
both men were trying to sell the same 
American goods made the example all 
the more remarkable, since it showed a 
willingness to sacrifice the market in 
the effort to land an individual com- 
mission. 


Business in Japan has a social side, 


which is relied upon strongly by bro- 
kers of those nationalities. They inva- 
riably have a tearoom, where they talk 
shop with intending purchaser,* and 
not only advance their own wares, but 
casually interview their guest as to 
what other brokers are offering to do 
for him in the way of prices and ac- 
commodating payments. Reaching the 
native thus over the teacups, the agent 
learns of supposed defects in his goods. 
or if he finds the buyer 1ms good ideas 
for improving the line the suggestions 
are promptly dispatched to the factory 
and the goods changed lo buit the njiw 
demands. 


The point of chief importance, how- 


ever. is the assurance that the lirld is 
open to the world and that American 
firms can gain a great part of the mar- 
ket if they study the situation and do 
wliat their rivals are so ready to do to 
win Japan's trade. With the end of 
the war Japanese look nisiin to the 
greatest comfort* of life :uid wiii snp-

perience the following story was told 
by one of his colleagues rwenlly, which 
illustrates as well as any of the stories 
concerning him his ready sympathy 
and tact, says a writer in Leslie's 
Weekly: In the days when Dave lleu- 
derson was a raw young lieutouunt, 
and before he bad lost, a leg in the 
service of his country, he was called to 
a man who had been mortally wound- 
ed by the explosion of a gun. lie found 
the poor fellow lying on the grass 
swearing a blue streak at the unfortu- 
nate accident that would cost him his 
life, while a callow young chaplain 
kneeling beside the wounded soldier 
vainly expostulated with him for such 
blasphemy and besought him to pray, 
since he was about to be called into the 
presence of his Maker.

These two men organized the 
gas steal fight and together with Cy- 
rus D. Foss Jr., organized the minute 
men and the city club and all are now 
officers' of the City Party in. Philadel- 
phia. 


The visit of Governor Folk of 


Missouri to Philadelphia was under 
Mr. Turner's general supervision re- 
cently. 


"De Gang'1 in Philadelphia has 


turned to advertising. The Republi- 
can organization has. just issued a 
circular which has been given wid. 
publicity, one paragraph of which 
reads as follows: 


"A. E. Turner, active in the city par- 


ty who was sent to get Folk, LaFol- 
lett et al., -to speak for the 'Reform.' 
movement, is financial editor of Wan. 
amaker's North American." 


Philadelphia "daily papers are now 


carrying large advertisements of the 
Republican party 
three times a 


week, half page and full pages being 
taken to set before the public the 
arguments of Boss Durham's organi- 
zation. Only four city officials are to 
be elected in Philadelphia next Tues- 
day as the terms of the mayor and 
council do noc expire till next -"ear. 
A sheriff., coroner and two

commissioners make up the ticket, 
but the present campaign has gone be- 
yond a contest for these offices and is 
really a test of strength between the

B. Motz, wife of one of the most prom- 
inent citizens of Kaox county, was 
killed near Danville yesterday after- 
noon by being struck by a falling tree. 
Her son was mortally injured. 


Mrs. Motz, with her son Clifford, 


aged 16. was on her way home in a 
buggy and just as they reached a turn 
in the road a large gum tree that was 
being hewed down, fell and struck the 
buggy. Nearly every bone in Mrs. 
Motz' body was crushed, and she died 
instantly. The left sde of Clifford was 
badly crushe,d and although still liv- 
ing, attending physicians bav« no hope 
of saving his life. 


Although the road was heavily trav- 


eled the men -who were cutting the 
tree posted no guards it is said. 


The Motz family has been pursued 


by a strange fate. A 12 year old son 
was accidentally shot and killed eight 
years ago. A short time later *he 
mother was shot in the knee. Follow- 
ing this accident, she fell oat of a 
peach tree and had three ribs and a 
collar bone broken. Two years ago 
Clifford was injured in a runaway ac- 
cident and badly crippled. Fourteen 
roars ago a daughter was killed by 
swallowing the broken glass tab? of a 
nursing bottle.
